IN MEMORIAM OF PRESIDENT LECH KACZYNSKI OF POLAND 
AND OT H ERS LOST IN THE PLANE TRAGEDY OF APRIL 10, 2010 

WHEREAS, President Lech Kaczynski of Poland, his wife, Maria Kaczynska and 94 other officials and 
notable citizens, were lost on April 10, 2010 in a plane crash near the site of the Katyn Massacre, which 
occurred seventy years earlier; and 

WHEREAS, the President and the esteemed delegation were to visit the site, commemorating the 70th 
anniversary of the slaughter of 22,000 Polish military officials and civilian intellectuals by the Soviet 
Secret Police; and 

WHEREAS, President Kaczynski was loved and respected by the people of Poland and by people of 
Polish ancestry around the world, including Chicago and Cook County, Illinois, home of the largest 
Polish and Polish American community outside of Poland; and

RESOEUTION 

SUPPORTING THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE ELGIN-O'HARE WEST BYPASS 
"BUILD ALTERNATIVE 203; OPTION D" 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Transportation (IDOT) in consultation with the Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA), has conducted a study of alternative multimodal transportation solutions for the 
Elgin-O'Hare West Bypass study area, comprised of 127 square miles and 27 communities in Cook and 
DuPage Counties in Illinois; and

WHEREAS, the IDOT study is being advanced as a federally mandated two-tiered process consisting of 
Tier One, the development of a multimodal transportation concept for the study area, and Tier Two, 
detailed engineering and environmental studies for elements of the preferred build alternative; and 

WHEREAS, Tier One of the IDOT study is set to conclude with the FHWA Record of Decision stating 
that the preferred multimodal transportation system selected based upon consideration of transportation 
performance, environmental impacts, regulatory agency comments and stakeholder input and support; and 

WHEREAS, through an extensive public outreach and stakeholder involvement program consistent with 
IDOT's Context Sensitive Solution (CSS) policy, IDOT, and the regional stakeholders have reached 
consensus that the preferred multimodal transportation system is Build Alternative 203 and Option D; and 

WHEREAS, Tier Two of the IDOT study will include analysis of funding strategies, funding sources and 
the availability of project funding including, but not limited to. Federal and State funding, tolling through 
the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority (ISTHA), and potential public-private partnerships; and 

WHEREAS, the impacted stakeholder communities would prefer that the proposed expressway facilities 
be constructed as non-tolled freeways, but understand that this project may be completed with greater 
expediency should the ISTHA be authorized to construct all or part of the preferred Build Alternative 203 
and Option D; and 

WHEREAS, the stakeholder communities recognize the impacts of a national recession on employment 
in the area, they urge that IDOT, ISTHA, the Governor's Office and the FHWA all work to expedite this 
project in order to significantly impact job creation and stimulate the economy; and 

WHEREAS, national and regional economic circumstances could have an effect on project funding, the 
stakeholder communities would agree to building the project in stages in order to realize immediate 
economic benefit, with the understanding and agreement that the entire project must be built as funding is 
available; and 

WHEREAS, the stakeholder communities further support the construction of these roadways because the 
area designated for these infrastructure improvements is already urbanized and the construction of the 
roadways will not create additional sprawl but rather mitigate congestion, improve air quality and 
maximize opportunities within this region; and 

WHEREAS, the stakeholder communities further request that the construction of the western access and 
the western by-pass. Alternative 203 and Option D, be built with the greenest technologies available and 
with the highest regard for environmental impact; and 

WHEREAS, the communities most impacted by this project are united in support of build Alternative 
203 and Option D, promoting the construction of the preferred alternative and associated improvements.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that: 

Section I: Location 


The impacted communities hereby request that any construction of the Elgin-O’Hare West Bypass 
highway improvements by IDOT or the ISTHA have a route and location consistent with the area 
recommended by stakeholders and IDOT through the Federally mandated process, said area being 
generally north-south along the western edge of the existing O'Hare International Airport property 
utilizing the 300' set aside corridor as planned by the O'Hare Modernization Program between 1-90 
(Northwest/Jane Addams Tollway) and 1-294 (Tri-State Tollway), and generally east-west along 
Thorndale Avenue between the current terminus of the Elgin-O'Hare Expressway west of 1-290 near 
Roselle Road and the Bypass to the east. 

Section 2: Illinois State Toll Highway Authority 

If the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority shall be authorized to construct all or part of the Elgin-O'Hare 
West Bypass, the impacted communities hereby request that the Toll Authority partner with them to 
perform the following: 

-include within their construction plans full interchange access at the locations identified in Build 
Alternative 203 and Option D to serve said communities and work and develop with said communities, 
either collectively or individually, alternative, equitable funding options to ensure that interchanges can 
be built. Options for funding could include, but are not limited to, deferred payments, waived payments, 
ability to use federal funds to supplement municipal funds and the ability to pay over time with payments 
tied to verified increases in the sales tax revenue; 

-include within their construction plans those improvements identified by IDOT and participating 
stakeholders that shall mitigate associated transportation impacts, including but not limited to, flood 
mitigation sound barriers, elimination of utility conflicts and improvements to remedy increased traffic on 
local roads; and 

provide for the needs of pedestrians and bicyclists in planning, programming, design and construction of 
transportation and transit facilities associated with the project. 

Section 3: Purpose and Need 

The construction of the agreed upon preferred Build Alternative 203 and Option D, completed in its 
entirety, as developed through the federally mandated Tier One process and recommended by IDOT and 
participating stakeholders is necessary to: 

-ensure operational stability for vehicular traffic on the west side of the Airport with the completion of the 
improvements associated with the O'Hare Modernization Program; and

-foster further vast regional economic development, business retention and attraction, and jobs creation of 
more than 60,000 new jobs created resulting from the referenced improvements. 

Section 4 


The communities requested that the construction of the referenced Bypass be completed as recommended 
by the IDOT and participating stakeholders and codified by the FHWA, either in its entirety or in 
sequences as defined by the consensus of the planning agencies. 

Section 5 

A copy of this Resolution supporting the construction of Build Alternative 203 and Option D, as 
developed in concept through the Illinois Department of Transportation's Tier One study shall 
immediately be forwarded to the Governor, the Illinois Secretary of Transportation and each of the 
Directors of the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority by the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners.

WHEREAS, Squire Eance was a successful and respected campaign operative, having played key roles 
in the campaigns of Adlai Stevenson, III for United States Senator, Dan Walker for Governor of Illinois,

WHEREAS, after serving in the Army from 1943 to 1946 during World War II, Mr. Tucker started 
working as a copy boy at the Chicago Sun before it merged with the Chicago Times in 1948. He later 
was hired as an editorial writer at the Chicago American before going over to Chicago Today as editorial 
page editor. He became a member of the editorial board at the Chicago Tribune in 1975, holding that 
position for 13 years. Although he retired from the Tribune’s editorial board in 1988 to concentrate on 
music, he wrote classical music reviews for the paper until 2003; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Tucker, at age 28, was so taken with the soundtrack of the ballet fdm, “The Red 
Shoes,” that he resolved to become a composer. He enrolled at Chicago’s American Conservatory of 
Music, where he eventually took bachelor’s and master’s degrees in piano and composition while writing 
editorials for the Chicago American, which had hired him some years before; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Tucker composed numerous songs, choral works and three operas, the most successfiil 
of which was “Many Moons” (1971-77), with libretto by Mr. Tucker based on a short story by James 
Thurber. The opera had its premier in 1984 and was later performed at the Franz Liszt Academy of 
Music in Budapest, Hungary; and 

WHEREAS, along with his vocal works, Mr. Tucker’s critically acclaimed compositions for orchestra, 
ballet and chamber groups have been heard across the U.S., Europe and South America. The Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, His Majesties’ Clerkes (now Bella Voce) and the Ars Viva Symphony are among 
the Chicago groups that have performed his music; and 

WHEREAS, at his Web site, Mr. Tucker stated his belief that, “the most interesting sounds are those that 
share qualities of life- motion, direction, purpose. Musical works that ignore this life-detecting function 
of hearing are unlikely to last beyond the stage of novelty;”

WHEREAS, in 1957, the Clelands moved to 810 Forest Avenue in Wilmette, Illinois, now a Wilmette 
Heritage Landmark, where they raised their six children; and 

WHEREAS, known as “Mr. C”, to at least two generations of neighborhood children, Mr. Cleland 
created a children’s wonderland of swings, perches, forts, slides, zip lines, tree houses and toboggan 
slides in their backyard which served as a communal playground enjoyed by many year-round; and 

WHEREAS, throughout his entire life, Mr. Cleland had a sense of moral obligation to live responsibly 
and help promote values of justice, tolerance and peace; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Cleland and his wife engaged extensively in local, national, and global issues of the

WHEREAS, in 1960, Mr. Cleland co-founded the Wilmette chapter of the Committee for a Sane Nuclear

WHEREAS, Mr. Joseph, who described himself as a “bleeding-heart, knee-jerk First Amendment 
lawyer,” was a founding member of Eawyers for the Creative Arts and founder and former chair of the 
Media Coalition, a First Amendment trade organization representing booksellers, magazine publishers, 
the Motion Picture Association of America as well as serving as the head of the Playboy Foundation for 
several years; most recently, Mr. Joseph served as the legal counsel to the Comic Book Fegal Defense

A RESOFUTION reserving volume cap in connection with private activity bond issues, 
and related matters. 


WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois (the “County ”), is a political subdivision and a home rule unit 
of government under Section6 of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, Section 146 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”), provides that 
the County has volume cap equal to $90.00 per resident of the County in each calendar year, which 
volume cap may be reserved and allocated to certain tax-exempt private activity bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Private Activity Bond Allocation Act, 30 Illinois Compiled Statutes 2008, 345/1 
et seq., as supplemented and amended (the “Act"), provides that a home rule unit of government may 
transfer its allocation of volume cap to any other home rule unit of government, the State of Illinois or any 
agency thereof or any non-home rule unit of government; and 

WHEREAS, it is now deemed necessary and desirable by the County to reserve all of its volume cap 
allocation for calendar year 2010 to be applied toward the issuance of private activity bonds (the 
“Bonds ”), as provided in this Resolution, or to be transferred, as permitted by this Resolution. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the County Board of The County of Cook, Illinois, as 
follows:

It became apparent on March 29, 2010 that the receiving account would require an infusion of 
funds in order to meet obligations of the new Electronic Monitoring Services contract that included 
an unexpected price increase. On this date the balance of the account was $280,404.00 and 30 days 
prior the balance was $280,404.00.

2. How was the account used for the source of transferred funds identified? List any other accounts 
that were also considered (but not used) as the source of the transferred funds. 

The account (211 -449) was identified for this transfer of funds because of an unanticipated surplus 
in this account. This account was expected to be used to fund the maintenance cost for the 
Cashiering System upgrade. However, due to minor setbacks, the “go live” date of the system was 
postponed until the fall of 2010, funds for maintenance will be less than anticipated for FY 2010. 
Additionally, the Sheriffs Office received a reimbursement for 2009 radio maintenance costs from 
the Forest Preserve District of Cook County that was credited to the FY 2010 account. 

The account (215-330) was identified due to unanticipated surplus funds. This surplus is due 
primarily to a change in the specifications for toilet paper/paper towels. This contract is expected to 
be awarded for nearly half the previous year’s cost. 

The account (236-298) was identified due to unanticipated surplus funds. This surplus is the result 
of a review of the contract for substance abuse treatment. This review conducted by the current 
vendor, received in the third week of February 2010, revealed that there would be an unbilled 
surplus in this contract of approximately $217,000.00 for FY 2010. This is primarily due to the fact 
that the average length of stay for most day reporting unit participants is shorter than originally 
projected. 

3. Identify any projects, purchases, programs, contracts, or other obligations that will be deferred, 
delayed, or canceled as a result of the reduction in available spending authority that will result in 
the account that funds are transferred from. 

There is nothing that will be deferred, delayed, or cancelled as a result of the reduction in accounts 
211-449, 215-330 or 236-298. 

4. If the answer to the above question is “none” then please explain why this account was originally 
budgeted in a manner that caused an unobligated surplus to develop at this point in the fiscal year. 

Account (211 -449) has a surplus because the maintenance cost of the cashiering system will be less 
than anticipated for FY 2010 and a credit from the Forest Preserve District of Cook County for FY 
2009 charges. Account (215-330) has a surplus due to the fact that the toilet paper/paper towel 
contract for the Sheriffs Custodial Department is expected to be awarded for significantly less than 
the previous year’s cost. Account (236-298) has a surplus due to the fact that the fact that the 
average length of stay for a day reporting unit participant is shorter than originally projected.

The four (4) 
grants include the following Prosecutor-Based Victim Assistance Services Programs: Juvenile Court, 
Target Abuser Call (TAC), Generalists, and Underserved Populations. This Victims of Crime Act 
(VOCA) Consolidation grant will provide funding for a total of 14 victim specialists including three (3) 
juvenile court specialists who are dedicated to serving victims of juvenile offenders, one (1) TAC 
specialist who provides direct services to victims of high-risk domestic violence cases, seven (7) victim 
generalists who provide services to victims of all types of felony crimes and two (2) Polish-Speaking 
specialists and one (1) Spanish-Speaking specialist who provide services to non-English speaking victims. 

This grant requires that our office match 25% of the grant award. The match commitment for this 
program consists of both cash and in-kind contributions. The in-kind match frilly supports the salary and 
fringe benefits of one (1) juvenile court specialist. The cash match consists of a portion of the salary costs 
as well as the majority of the fringe benefits of the other 13 victim specialists. 

The authorization to accept the four (4) previous grants were given by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners as follows: Juvenile Court was authorized on March 17, 2009 in the amount of 
$106,883.00 with cash match totaling $16,422.00 and in-kind match totaling $60,795.00; TAC was
